Beference Was made in these ool- 
utans Borao time ago lo the fact, the 
alojost incredible faol, that the Inlorlor 
of Yanoouvor Island may still be said 
to bo a terra incogrdla, that oar knowl- 
edge of it can ecurcely bo said to extend 
boyond Iho mere fringes, so to spoak. 
This is a coudilion scarcely crodiiublo 
to Anglo-Saxons. But what is, perhaps, 
of greater importance, it is a condition 
highly iniiuicat to tho best interests el 
tbe Colony. It is true thut a more 
thorough kno.*ledgo ot the interior cf 
this Island might reveal its poverty 
' rather than its wealth ; but there Ib 
a very strong improsBion that there" 
7eK0 would bo tho case — that there are 
hebind the eoaooast range of siorilo 
moantaius fertile valleys sod picturesque 
glflDB, that in some of these valleys are 
lovely lakes in whi h fish and fowl dis> 
pnri ihemsL'lroB. It is not ai all impro» 
bable that tuuli is the casU) that the 
rnggi'd mounuins are little more than 
a screen thrown round the charming 
pooDtry within, to uhield it from ttu< 
hareh breath of Old Neptune and to 
C0Dce>'l it from tho nnonterprising and 
uncivilized. Be that us it may, itfurely 
is worth on itl'ort to decide what the 
chaructt r of that unknown region really 
is, whether \i is a second Garden ot 
Eden or whether it is a country nbouud- 
ing in the precious metals. Tiiero aio 
various modes by which this object 
might be attained. It was suggubied 
by a correspondent, somo wooks since, 
that the most ellcctlTO mode of promo- 
ting exploration end sotilement would 
be by coDBirnoliDg or opening a trail or 
bridle'-path through the centre of the Is- 
land. And we are by no means dispopod 
tongard this proposition as unwonliy ol 
comideration. Tho process would boa 
gradual ooe; bat it woald certainly 
possess tbe valuable recomnaendation ot 
beiog^ productive of naoro prauticul re - 
suits than tbe more common and muro 
speedy mode of explo-utiDn. It might 
be tbought dtBirul)le tQat tbe opening of 
Buoh bridle-puih sbould bo preceded by 
"* ft^nore aaperGcial preliminary expluia» 
tio'a or burvoy, au tho path itself woald 
doubtless form the nucloua of u turnpike 
road. Tho eubslantial advuniagus ol 
tho openincj of such a path must bo oh- 
viouHi A thorough and Bystemaiic 
exploration of the country would thus 
be attaiuedi commencing at, Yiotoria as 
the initial point and eztendiog farther 
into tho inter. or until Qiially reaching tbe 
extreme Nortliwcai of tho Island. By 
this path would not ouiy bo estublishud 
the means ot facile cummuuiuutiou be- 
tween the seat of supply and the ope- 
ratiog party, bat the path itself would 
oonsiitBte a sort of centre from which 
individual or associated effort might 
radiate, penetrating the coumry on 
either side of it ; aad tljus i>ot only 
would the entire country be effectually 
explored, bu*< the ready means ui c <m- 
mui'ication with any settlements wbiob 
might spring op as tbe imnitdiate re- 
mit of such ixploration would be estab- 
lished. These crude IhoughiH aro ihnjwn 
out, not with any doairo to pronounce in 
favor of this particular plan, but rather 
with a view to inviting such thought 
and discussion aa may promise to rt- 
Bult in action. At a time when tho 
people of this colony are earnestly invited 
to co-operate with gontleineo of great 
infiuonco and philaDtlropIo oiitcrpriao in 
England, who havo asaociiitod themselves 
together for tho patriotic object of pro* 
moting sycttomaiic colonization, it is 
eEpecittlly fitting that wo Bbould inal<e 
some little effjrt to aiquaint ourselves 
with the nature of the country in our 
immediate neigliborhood, with a view to 
ascertaining the most eligible sites for 
the ectablisbment of miolature colonies, 
Qoder a scheme which would appear to 
hare such strong claima to our attention 
and co-operatioD. It is mora than pro- 
bable that lliu first colony would bo 
eitabliBliL'd on tho LoFfer FraHor, whoro 
thot is such an abnndanco of rich, Ofjoii 
land available tor that jnirpose, aud 
where tbe facilities for moving produce 
would be mnob greater than migijt, 
perhaps, be the case in tho interior ot 
this Island. But tho colon izition move- 
ment, if undertaken at all, cannot ho 
presumed to tenniiialo with a tingle, u 
mere initial step. Wo shall doubtlots 
receive a batch every year, for some 
time at least. And if, as there ig every 
reason for believing, most do^irublo dis- 
tricts ill tbe interior of llio island for 
colouizalion purpoHoa, surely no tinio 
should bo lost in ucquaioting ourselves 
with tho real siato ot the case. Surely 
we have lingered sufficiently long in 
Doabtland. Let ug now arise and take 
posseosion of the Proiiiit-od Lund i^aid to 
lie in the rif^iona b' yond. But who 
Will bo the Ualol) ai>d Joshua of tho 
occBsioti ? And by whom «hall they be 
be sent to spy oat the land? Tbese 
are questions to wbtob the publio should 
return an early answer. They aro 
questions in which every colonist should 
lool a doi'p inlerosl. Lut tho i)eo])lo 
shako off that fatal lethargy, doubtless 
in part tho result ot our wreiobed polit- 
ical institutions and of the enervaiiug 
One..man s-j'stom of Government, and lot 
them appioach this whole questiin of 
OoloniBation with that earnostness which 
its great impoi taneo domand-'t ll tho 
work of exploration is to be atitalo un- 
dertukiug let the Governor bo ftl once 
urg.dtotako it up. if It Is to be the 
result uiprivato enlerpriHe, BtimaUted 
by mouey premiums or land grants, let 
tbe people be up and doing. i
